Forcing tho silver a«* em ula­ 
tion is an addition of $24,09 0,09 0 per annum 
to the vast sum of our federal taxatio n. 
Forced silver circulation and forced silver 
accum ulation—these are the alternatives to 
which silver coinago has brought us now.

Chic a no, March a—Moody’s tabernacle 
was as full of people as it could hold Tues­ 
day night when Mr. Sam J ones came for­ 
ward to address the audience.

“ Before we proceed to sing the next 
hymn,” he said, “ will ev ery one who is a 
professed Christian, who is a member of 
some church or'congregation rise? 
Let us 
see how many of you there are. 
Please 
rise. ” 
The great majority rises, and Rev . Sam 
announces: 
“ Perhaps two-thirds, yes, fully that many 
of the congregation aro Christians.” 
Then 
the hymn is sung with a great deal more 
v im than any prev ious song, and the ex­ 
porter announces his text: Psalm i, 1-2: 
“ Blessed is the man that walketh not in the 
counsel of the ungodly, nor stnndoth in the 
way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful; but his delight is in the law of the 
Lord: and in his law doth ho meditate day 
and nig ht” 
“ These psalms are an interesting study to 
any man,” he says, 
“ I like to read Dick­ 
ens, Thackery and Bulwer and others like 
them, because they giv e me something from 
actual life. 
But the 
101 psalms I like bet 
ter. 
The great authors named show 1110 the 
simon-pure life and the lite as it is, but 
Dav id understood better to depict it. 
He 
giv es me human nature as it is acted upon 
and imluencod in the best manner. 
I hav e 
heard men talk about things of which they 
did not know anything. 
Dav id know what 
he was about. 
The best preacher who ev er 
came to Chicago was he who knew most 
about (to I. 
"iilessed 
is the man 
that 
walketh not in^thi council of the ungodly.’ 
If you want to experience true happi­ 
ness 
listen 
to 
this 
proposition. 
An 
ungodly 
man 
need 
not 
necessarily 
be a bad, that is an immoral, man. 
Ho 
needn't k mv or smoke or swear 01* drink or 
break the Habbath. But there is one charac­ 
teristic about him—-h * likes to talk. 
You 
know him, old Col. >So-and-So, or old J udge 
. This-and-That. 
You know him, don’t you? 
He will say: 
‘What’s all this meeting busi­ 
ness for? Nobody ev er died for me. What’s 
there wrong in card-playing! 
It's 110 sinful 
game, it’s a scientific game.’ 
[Laughter.] 
I tell you I am sorry for this colonel and 
this judge, and for the man and woman 
who hav e time for cards and dancing—1 
hav en’t had time for the last thirteen years 
for that kind of business, and you wouldn’t 
hav e had time either if you had not been 
ungodly.” 
[Laughter.] 
In his inimitable way Sam J ones con­ 
tinued to say that his hearers might just as 
well play cards and dance, because lio be­ 
liev ed that if they did not engago in that 
they would sleep. 
That was not much bet­ 
ter, especially if people belonged to the 
snoring tribe. 
Of course there was great 
laught r at this, w-hicli was increased when 
he compared moral and immoral sinners to 
typhoid fev er and small-pox. 
The moral 
-inner, he thought, was the most dangerous 
because he was a hypocrite, a whitened 
sepulcher, as Christ said, which, in the lan­ 
guage of the nineteenth century, meant:
